This is a memoir by 
Michele Knight, one of 
three young women held 
captive for more than a 
decade in a house in 
Cleveland, Ohio.

media campaigns launched 
to get them back. 

There is another 
Cleveland connection in 
my pick Coming Ashore. 

In this third installment 
of her life story, psycholo¬ 
gist and author Catherine 
Gildiner tells of her experi¬ 
ences in the late 1960’s, 
from the classrooms of 
Oxford University, to 
arranging dates with Jimi 
Hendrix, to teaching and 
learning from Cleveland 
inner city kids. 

In 2000, we were delight¬ 
ed by the hilarious story of 
Gildiner’s childhood Too 
Close to the Falls in 
Lewiston and Niagara Falls, 
New York. After the Falls is 
about her life in university 
during the civil rights move¬ 
ment.

build her own path in life. 
Dawn Gangarossa selects 
Laura Hillenbrand’s 
Unbroken: a World War II 
story of survival, resilience, 
and redemption, the best¬ 
selling story of bravery 
which was the inspiration 
for the new film. 

The Inheritor's Powder 
by Sandra Hempel is Joel 
Nash’s recommendation. 
The appeal of true crime 
writing isn’t just a current 
dayphenomenon. Science 
writer Hempel offers 
Victorian history, including 
poisonings, wayward 
police, domestic lights and 
a remarkable journey into 
the origins of forensic sci¬ 
ence, all handled in a wryly 
entertaining style.

It’s time to talk about the use 
of food banks. 

According to Put Food in the 
Budget, about 200 million 
pounds of food distributed by 
food banks in Canada meets 
only 9% of the food needs of 
those who receive it. 

Put Food in the Budget is a 
grass roots activist group that is 
working to encourage the gov¬ 
ernment to make legislation 
changes that will put an end to 
poverty. 

The activist group released a 
discussion paper this month, 
which questions why the use of 
food banks continues to rise and 
calls on the government to 
address poverty as well as raise 
social assistance rates and mini¬ 
mum wage. 

“There is just not enough 
money for people to meet their 
basic needs and basic needs are 
a human right," Rhonda Barron, 
Bridges Community health pro¬ 
moter said. 

“This report allows us to ques¬ 
tion who is benefiting from the 
food banks. We need to cast a 
light on this.” 

Barron would like to see the 
government at all levels improve 
legislation to make the lives of 
people living on social assis¬ 
tance better. 

“By raising minimum wage 
and implementing a living wage, 
we are respecting the real cost of 
living. We are respecting social 
and families values," Barron 


About food banks in Canada 

• About 1.7 milli on people 
receive food from food banks 
every year in Canada. 

• Food banks distribute about 
200 million pounds of food 

• An individual needs $266 a 
month, or about $3,200 per 
year to purchase nutritious 

• Food banks provide about 
9% of an individual’s food 


Barron said more assistance 
for food banks is needed to cre¬ 
ate a community food centre 
instead of “just handing out 

“We need food banks to 
instead become community 
hubs and offer community care, 
gardening, cooking and skill 
building programs.” 

The report is critical of big cor¬ 
porations’ yearly holiday food 
drives which make up about 3% 
of all donations. 

"With this report, we are shed¬ 
ding some light on who is bene¬ 
fiting from food banks and it’s 
major corporations who get the 
kickbacks and good PR.” 

Barron said it makes sense to 
increase social assistance so 
individuals have enough to pur¬ 
chase healthy food. A single per¬ 
son on Ontario Works receives 
$656 per month. 

We need to help people until 
we can make changes in the sys¬ 
tem,” Barron said. 

"Let’s try and engage people 
and start a discussion to address 
the root of poverty.”

Remember Fort Erie’s 6218 





Earl Plato 


Last year I spoke to the senior citi¬ 
zens at the Garrison Road Retirement 
Home. I was promoting my latest 
novel. I was well received. After it 
was over one elderly man was sitting 
there and he called me over. I believe 
his name was Murray Howard. I think 

gave me a little magazine, The Marker. 
It outlined the history of locomotive 
engine making in Stratford, Ontario. 
This was the location where our 6218 
was the last locomotive repaired at 
the Stratford shops. It left lie shops 
there on November 26, 1963. 

Old CNR employees knew about 
Stratford and its giant shops. Here is 
part of that record that Murray 
Howard gave to me. Think big. 

“ The total area of the shops at 
Stratford was 313, 020 square feet. 
Although the increase in shop size 
was necessary for handling larger 
and heavier locomotives, the most 
important factor was in the succes¬ 
sive increases in the capacity of the 
erecting crane used to lift the loco¬ 
motives." Year after year as the CNR 
locomotives increased in size and 
weight so did a new crane capable of 
lifting 200 tons. 

So it was that below is the Northern 



Fort Erie’s 6218 


6218 lifted from the floor at Stratford, 
Ontario as it was overhauled. 

Fort Erie became one of the larg¬ 
est Canadian National Railway hold¬ 
ing centres in Ontario. 

Many of us had relatives who 
worked locally for CNR. There was a 
Round House to hold and maintain 
locomotives. Later there was a large 
Diesel shop. The ongoing repair and 
maintenance of Box cars as rolling 
stock became important. During the 
time when 6218 was an active loco¬ 
motive pre WW2 Fort

greens of Christmas. The 
holly, ivy, pine, cedar and 
juniper never fail to 
remind us of the abiding 
generosity of nature. 
Greens speak of the 
warmth of the summer 
soul, providing us with 
such abundance when we 
expect it least and need it 
most.” (from 'Traditions 
of Christmas’) 

In other early traditions 
mistletoe was used as a 
barrier to prevent fire and 
so it has also become a 
part of the 'greens’ that 
folk use at Christmas. 

No doubt when it is grey 
and dull and you are most 
busy, these greens can lift 
your spirit just by their 
presence. 

I love to use pine cones 
as well, some dipped in 
the cloves and cinna¬ 
mon oils to enhance the 
scents in home. It seems 
we try many different 
scents and efforts to con¬ 
tinue to keep life warm 
and thriving in our spaces. 
I have heard of folk dab¬ 
bing a little turkey gravy 
on the lightbulbs so give a 
pleasant flavour as well. I 
have to confess I have not 
tried that yet. 

Another way to keep life 
going is to utilize the 
many flowering bulbs 
available to bring to bloom 
in a shallow dish with a 
coveringofmoisture. With 
a little care these can 
bloom and bring the 
reminders of spring before 
spring arrives. 

At this season when 
plants indoors begin to 
slow and settle into rest 
we can liven them with a 
light misting to help from 
drying. In my experi¬ 
ence over watering can 
hurt more indoor plants, 
so my thought is to let 
plants dry out between 
waterings, and use room 
temperature water when 
you do water. Most plants 
appreciate watering from 
the roots so a little bath 
once a week in the sink or 
tub is good. And I find a 
gentle spraying of sunlight 
dish detergent mixed with 
water helps to keep aphids 
away and doesn’t hurt the 
plants. A little care and a 
little watchfulness usually 
will keep the plants 


healthy during the indoor 

You can mist your herbs 
as well with warm water, 
they do seem to perk up 
after that. In the days of 
root cellars my dad told 
me they could keep root 
vegetables in loose dirt 
and preserve them 
through those long prairie 
winters. I suppose our 
equivalent is dry soil in a 
bucket and my carrots and 
potatoes and other root 
vegetables covered just 
enough. I keep these in a 
cool place and keep them 
dry. So far that does seem 
to help them to last a little 

The scent of the season 
seems to be mint or pep¬ 
permint. Mint has been 
used particularly with 
lamb, is excellent to 
enhance the flavour of 
spring vegetables and is 
used in fish sauces. I per¬ 
sonally enjoy mint tea 
made from my dried mint( 
there is always an abun¬ 
dance of this herb grow¬ 
ing) and recently have 
used chocolate mint in 
dried form to enhance the 
tea flavour. Traditionally 
mint has been used to 
combat fatigue and has 
been known to be used in 
soothing baths for skin 
irritations or in a cooling 
lotion for sore feet. Not 
only a scent of freshness, 
it is an herb that helps 
soothe skin and aids in 
digestion. At this season 
we may need some mint 
at some time or other for 
any or all of those “irrita- 

As this week brings 
Christmas and all that 
involves for yourself and 
family and friends I hope 
you have a few moments 
to enjoy some relaxation. 
My wish is that you and 
yours have a safe, healthy 
and peaceful day. I look 
forward to hearing how 
your winter season is 
going.

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Senior learned many life lessons on the softball field

There's no better feel¬ 
ing in the world than the 
rush Jean Mills used to 
get when she would help 
softball team win a game. 

“I’m a competitive per¬ 
son. I have been all my 
life,” the Stevensville resi¬ 
dent said. “I don’t like to 
lose, but I’ve learned how 
to lose gracefully. Softball 
taught me that.” 

The 80-year-old was a 
member of the 
Sportaculars, a senior 
women’s softball team 
that has been competing 
across North America 
since 1989, playing in 17 
U.S. states. She played 
with the Sportaculars for 
more than 20 years. 

"I joined the 
Sportaculars and I was on 
the team in its first year. 
We started with 11 play¬ 
ers,” Mills said. 

It was the first time 
women were allowed to 
play in the North 
American Senior Softball 
circuit. According to Mills 
every woman who played 
with the Sportaculars is 
dedicated to playing the 
game. 

“When you started with 
11 players, you had to fin¬ 
ish with 11 players or you 
had to forfeit the game.” 

Mills remembers break¬ 
ing her wrist during one 
game. Despite the pain, 
she bandaged her wrist 
and stood on the field so 
her fellow team mates 
could finish the game. 

“Otherwise, we would 
have lost that game,” she 
explained. 

The Sportaculars went 
on to earn about 32 gold 
medals, and 12 bronze 
medals. In 2012, Mills 
helped the Sportaculars 
with the Softball Players 
Association World Series 
Championships. 

Although Mills no lon¬ 
ger plays softball, she has 
a strong bond with her 

“We just celebrated our 
25th anniversary and 
there are a few coaches 
and players that still play. 


We all stay in touch.” 

The camaraderie and 
the friendship that formed 
between women who 
played with the 
Sportactulars is as strong 
as ever, according to 
Mills. 

Although she no longer 
plays, Mills admitted she 
“misses the game.” 

“I had to give it (softball 
up) a few years ago 
because I had a hip 
replacement. But I was 
still playing up until 
then.” 

Mills began playing 
softball in a Fort Erie 
league when she turned 
19, and went on to play 
for teams in Chippawa 
and Welland. 

"I always played ball 
with the boys when I was 
younger. Once I was work¬ 
ing and able to get a car, I 
could play in Fort Erie 
because I had my own 
transportation. That’s 
when it really took off.” 

Having a job and raising 
a family didn’t stop Mills 
from stepping foot onto 
the field to play. 

“I used to work in an 
office and I came home 
with terrible headaches. I 
would make dinner for 
the kids and my husband 
and then I would go to 
the games,” Mills said. 
"Playing allowed me to 
release all the tension I 
was feeling. I love the 
game. When you're out 
there, you forget all of 
your troubles.” 

Mills has made a name 
for herself locally when 
she was inducted into the 
Fort Erie Sports Wall of 
Fame in 2011. 

Mills was also inducted 
into the National Senior 
Softball Hall of Fame in 
September. 

"I wasn’t able to attend 
the ceremony. It was held 
in Georgia, but I am very 
grateful for the acknowl¬ 
edgement,” Mills said. 

According to Mills, her 
time on the diamond 
taught her a lot about 
life.
